2. The .office of Naval Intelligence has developed no in- 
formation on this individual, however, based On the 
docueentation available fron the m and in view of the 
nature of the classified work carried out for the Navy 
both at the University of Pennsylvania and the University 
of Michigan, the Security Division, Office of Naval intel- 
ligence and certain Bureaus of the Navy object fron a 
security point of view to the proposed presence of Professor 
Erdos at those two institu tions . 
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
